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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's argunnents filed 5/1 1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argued the location device of Kim ('51 8) is not geographically 
fixed. The Examiner disagrees because Kim's col. 8, lines 25 - 41 teaches mobility and 
immobility and the communication does take place over a terrestrial wireless air 
communication link (see figs. 1 - 4; col. 2, lines 28 - 39 at least). Applicant further 
argued that Kim does disclose a module receiving location information over the wireless 
link and a GPS reception module (fig. 3 clearly illustrates what is argued), wherein the 
location is determined relative to a road (col. 3, lines 36 - 51 and line 65 - col. 4, line 20 
at least). 

With regard to Kim not disclosing location where a road branches into two or 
more roads, Applicant is kindly referred to at least fig. 7 and to note col, 7, lines 30 - 53 
at least. 

For at the least the above reasons, the rejection of claims 1 - 9 and 13 - 18 are 
maintained. 

As to claims 10-12, their rejection noted in the last Office action has been 
vacated in view of Applicant's arguments. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 - 9 and 13 - 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kim (US 6,735,518 B2). 

Regarding claims 1 , 3, 4, 9, 14-18, Kim teaches a navigation system and 
method (title/abstract) comprising a location indicator device (300) that is configured to 
transmit location information through a ten^estrial wireless air communication link (200; 
see fig. 1), wherein the location device is geographically fixed (col. 8, lines 25- 41) - the 
location information is based upon on the location of the device (col. 1 , lines 28 - 42); a 
GPS reception module (1 170) that is configured to determine location information based 
on a GPS satellite signal (col. 5, lines 13 - 30 at least; it is inherent GPS signal includes 
latitude and longitude values; note also col. 3, lines 42 - 45) and a wireless reception 
module (1 120) - co-located with the wireless reception module - that is configured to 
determine its location relative to an object in a map based upon the location information 
from the device and the GPS module (col. 3, line 58 - col. 4, line 20 at least). 
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Regarding claims 2 and 13, Kim teaches an image display device (1 130) that is 
configured to display a map of roads and location relative to the roads (col. 4, line 53 - 
col. 5, line 5 at least), the image being a PDA (as noted in col. 36 - 54 at least). 

Regarding claims 6 - 8, Kim further teaches the indicator device being located 
where a road intersects and branches into two or more roads (see at least fig. 7). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in Independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
